Availability of fuel in a large measure will 
surely relieve pressure on cowdung in

entrepreneurs. Loans are advanced to 
the technician entrepreneurs at a margin 
of 15 per cent as against the normal margin 
of 25 per cent. 


In addition to the lower margin of 15 
per cent, these entrepreneurs are also 
eligible to get soft loans. 


2. Soft Loan Scheme—Soft loan is 
provided to the technician entrepreneurs, 
out of which special share capital of the 
Corporation raised under Section 4(A) 
of the SFCs Act, 1951. This loan is 
provided to meet any shortfall in promo- 
ter’s contribution. Where the loan amount 
involved is less than Rs. 2-5 lakhs, a 
technician entrepreneur gets 100 per cent 
finance in share of 85 per cent term loan 
and 15 per cent soft loan. Where the 
loan amount exceeds Rs. 2-5 lakhs, loan is 
provided to the extent of 90—95 per cent 
by way of 85 per cent term loan and 5—10 
per cent soft loan. 


3. Scheme of Self-Employment of 
Educated Unemployed Persons— Educated 
unemployed persons having educational 
qualification of matriculation or its equi- 
valent and above and below 35 years of age 
can avail financial assistance up to Rs, 2 
lakhs with a margin of 10 per cent as 
against the normal margin of 25 per cent. 


4. Assistance to Unemployed Medical 
Graduates—Under this scheme, loans 
can be provided to unemployed 
registered medical graduates for acqui- 
sition of medical equipment like 
X-Ray, ECG, etc., and also for construction 
of building limited to a total plinth area 
of 3,000 sft. to be utilised as Doctors’ 
chamber, Operation Theatre, Rest Room 
for the patients and waiting room for the 
patients. 


5. Small Loan Scheme—In order to 
implement the 20-point Economic Pro- 
gramme of the Prime Minister, the Corpo- 
ration operates a small loan scheme under 
which assistance is provided to the people 
belonging to the weaker section of the 
Society. In ihe year 1979-80, the Corpo- 
ration sanctioned loans amounting t¢ 
Rs. 83-61 lakhs to 1,520 persons and dis- 
bursed asum of Rs, 45-81 lakhs to the 
various categories of persons belonging to 
the weaker sections of the society, such 
as cobblers, fishermen, weavers, carpenters, 
brick-makers, potters, bell metal workers 
and tailors. 


The Corporation also operates some 
other schemes under the agency arrange- 
ment. The O.S. F.C. acts as an agent 
of the Central Government for disburse- 
ment of the Central Investment Subsidy to 
units located in the six specified packward 
districts of the State (Bolangir, Mayur- 
bhanj, Dhenkanal, Kalahandi, Koraput and 
Keonjhar). Similarly, the Corporation 
acts as an agent of the State Government 
for disbursement of the State Investment 
Subsidy in the remaining 7 districts of the 
State. So also, on the basis of an a@!Ta- 
ngement made with Orissa Small Indus- 
tries Corporation (OSIC), the Corporation 
Sanctions and disburses the seed capital 
loan on behalf of the OSIC.
